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Montauk Woman 
Gets 3-9 Years in 
Prison for Fatal 
DWI Crash

A woman was sentenced September 9 
to three-to-nine years in prison for driv- 
ing drunk and causing a crash that killed a 
28-year-old bicyclist nearly two years ago in 
Montauk, which both the victim and driver 
called home. 

Lisa Rooney, 32, pleaded guilty in March to 
aggravated vehicular homicide, second-de- 
gree manslaughter, driving while intoxicated 
and criminal possession of a controlled sub- 
stance. She was sentenced by Suffolk County 
Supreme Court Justice Richard Ambro. 

“The victim was simply making his way 
home from work when his life was tragically 
cut short by this defendant’s actions,” Suffolk 
County District Attorney Timothy Sini said. 

Prosecutors said Rooney had a blood alco- 
hol content of 0.18% while driving a Chevro- 
let Silverado northbound on Flamingo Av- 
enue when she veered into oncoming traffic, 
overcorrected, drove onto the shoulder and 
hit the bicyclist before her truck rolled over 
in an embankment at 6 p.m. on October 30, 
2019. 

The bicyclist, John James Usma Quintero, 
was taken to Stony Brook Southampton Hos- 
pital where he was pronounced dead. 

Rooney refused a breath test and a chemi- 
cal test of her blood, but a search warrant for 
a chemical test of her blood revealed her BAC 
was more than double the legal limit 3 1/2 
hours after the crash, authorities said. 

East Hampton Town Police officers who 
responded to the scene found several bags of 
cocaine near Rooney’s vehicle and one bag of 
cocaine on the floorboard of her vehicle. In- 
vestigators determined that she was driving 
85 mph at the time of the crash.

Donors Push Stargazer Repairs Skyward

A donor presented the co-creator and steward of 
“Stargazer,” the famed but storm-damaged sculp- 
ture in Manorville with a $100,000 check Sunday 
to help fund the beloved artwork’s much-needed 
restoration. 

Westhampton Beach resident and orthopedic 
surgeon Dr. Harvey Manes of the Manes American 
Peace Prize Foundation presented the check to David 
Morris, who fabricated “Stargazer” with his late life 
partner, artist Linda Scott. 

“This is a landmark, an icon, the gateway to the 
Hamptons,” said Manes, adding that he is “thrilled 
to be able to fund this project.” 

"The 50-foot-tall sculpture of a deer head glancing 
toward the heavens with a branch in its mouth has 
been increasingly weather worn since being erected 
three decades ago. The metal, wood and stucco sculp- 
ture located on a sod farm off Route 111 incurred 
‘some of its worst damage when Tropical Storm Isaias 


left its frame partially exposed last year. 

‘Manes’ donation is being funneled through the 
Brooklyn-based nonprofit Arete Living Arts Founda- 
tion. John Whiteman, the group’s executive director, 
felt compelled to help, recalling that Scott believed 
that the sculpture “symbolized a relationship be- 
tween humanity and the universe.” 

In addition to Manes’ donation, Morris also re- 
ceived a pledge for a $50,000 donation — $25,000 
a year for the next two years — from The FLAG Art 
Foundation in Manhattan, as well as money donated 
directly to the Stargazer fund by art lovers through 
its GoFundMe page and through direct donations 
via lindascott.org/donate. 

Morris, who said the work will start in a few weeks 
and be completed in a year, added that “Linda is 
happy and smiling upon us from above.”

Mattituck Man 
Mined Bitcoin 

on County Dime, 
Costing Suffolk _ 
Thousands, DA Says

A Mattituck man has been accused of improperly 
using the computer network to mine cryptocurrency 
at the Suffolk County Clerk’s office, where he worked 
as an information technology supervisor, costing the 
county thousands of dollars in electricity bills over the 
past seven months. 

Christopher Naples, who has worked for the county 
since 2000, was charged September 8 with felony 
counts of grand larceny and computer tresspass, and a 
misdemeanor charge of official misconduct at South- 
ampton Town Justice Court. 

“Mining cryptocurrency requires an enormous 
amount of resources, and miners have to navigate how 
to cover all of those electricity and cooling costs,” Suf- 
folk County District Attorney Timothy Sini said. “This 
defendant found a way to do it. Unfortunately, it was 
on the backs of taxpayers.” 

Prosecutors said the 42-year-old man allegedly 
utilized county electricity, internet access and other 
resources to run a mining operation for Bitcoin and 
other cryptocurrency out of the County Center in Riv- 
erhead between February 9 and August 19. 

When authorities executed a search warrant at the 
clerk’s office last month, they found 46 cryptocurrency 
mining devices hidden in six rooms, including under- 
neath removable floorboards, on top of or inside serv-

er racks, and inside an unused electrical wall panel, 
according to investigators. 

“One of these rooms housed critically important 
computer servers, secure data storage systems and 
communications equipment for the entire county gov- 
ernment, and when investigators entered the room, 
an alarm was going off that indicated the temperature 
was too high,” Sini added. “Within hours of the de- 
vices being shut down, the temperature in the room 
dropped 20 degrees. So not only was this operation 
being paid for with thousands of dollars of taxpayer 
money, but it also put the county’s infrastructure at 
risk.” 
~ The county's cost of running the machines was more 
than $6,000, according to an audit of the building’s 
energy bills, although the probe is continuing. The de- 
vices are estimated to cost approximately $4,200 per 
month each in electricity, based on the minimum kilo- 
watts required for their operation and the average cost 
per kilowatt hour in Suffolk, according to prosecutors. 

Detectives are still investigating the amount and 
nature of any proceeds from Naples’ alleged crypto- 
currency mining operation. Naples’ attorney, William 
Kehon, was not immediately available for comment. 

Justice Barbara Wilson released Naples without bail. 
He faces up to 15 years in prison, if convicted of the top 
count. 


Montauk Erosion Not Town's Fault, 


Appeals Court Rules

The Town of East Hampton will not have to pay to re- 
pair beach erosion caused by jetties that the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers built in Montauk Harbor, a panel of 
federal appeals court judges has ruled. 

The U.S. Court of Appeals for the 2nd Circuit in Man- 
hattan affirmed on September 7 a federal district court 
judge’s previous ruling to dismiss a lawsuit in which a 
group of 11 homeowners claimed the town and federal 
government were responsible for the erosion. 

The 2nd Circuit ruled that the plaintiffs “presented 
no evidence at trial that the town knew or had any rea- 
son to believe that the jetties would cause erosion to the 
private beaches to the west of the jetties when the town 
relinquished control of the jetties in 1942.” 

The plaintiffs filed suit a decade ago and the case went 
to trial in 2018, when a jury dismissed claims of public 


nuisance but awarded the plaintiffs $355,961 in dam- 
ages for private nuisance and trespass — claims that 
U.S. District Judge Joanna Seybert later dismissed. 

“The jetties were necessary and served a greater 
public good,” Seybert ruled, “Plaintiffs bought their 
homes long after the jetties were built, and ... the town 
attempted to work with the plaintiff landowners to ad- 
dress the erosion.” 

To that end, the Army Corps of Engineers plans to 
dredge the Lake Montauk harbor channel and place 
sand from that project on the beaches immediately 
west of the inlet. 

“We are pleased that the appellate court recognized 
that the town is not responsible for an Army Corps proj- 
ect over which the town has no control,” East Hampton 
Town Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc said. 

It is unclear if the plaintiffs plan to ask the U.S. Su- 
preme Court to hear the case.

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2020 Census Reveals East — 
End Population Shift — 


BY ARLENE GROSS 


he U.S. Census data is in: From 2010 to 2020, 
the population of the five East End towns has 
grown by an average of more than 21%. 

The Town of Shelter Island saw the biggest 
increase at 36%, but as the least populous town 
on the East End, that was the result of just 861 
new residents, or the equivalent of Shelter Island 
Heights doubling. Seeing the smallest growth 
was the Town of Riverhead, which counted 2,396 
additional residents — akin to a second Aque- 
bogue moving in. 

“I'm not surprised,” says Southampton Super- 
visor Jay Schneiderman, whose town population 
grew by 21.5% over the past decade. Noting that

many people stayed in their “summer” homes be- 
yond the summer season as New York City resi- 
dents decamped to the Hamptons last year at the 
start of the coronavirus pandemic, Schneiderman 
says, “I think our effective population off-season 
for 2021 was probably over 100,000 people.” 

By comparison, the U.S. population grew 7.4%, 
marking the smallest growth since the Great 
Depression and second smallest increase since 
the first census in 1790. New York State saw a 
4:25% increase of 823,147 residents over the past 
decade. Long Island’s population grew 3.1% and 
Suffolk County’s grew by 2.2% — up 32,570, to 
1.5 million. 

One interesting trend that’s somewhat unique 
to Southampton, notes Schneiderman, is the 


makeup of the growing population. 

“We're one of the only communities on Long 
Island that actually increased the white popu- 
lation,” he says, adding, “We did have some in- 
creases in the Latino population, as well.” 

The increase in white population in some East 
End communities bucks the national and island- 
wide trend of caucasians making up smaller 
slices of the population pie while minorities saw 
large gains. 

During the pandemic, the number of people in 
town with greater disposable income went way 
up, which contributed considerably to the local 
economy, says Schneiderman. The abundant con- 
struction in Southampton is, for the most part, 
new homes replacing teardowns, he observes.

“This 20% jump can’t be based on new con- 
struction,’ Schneiderman says. “It has to be 
based on more use of existing housing or, in some 
cases, a better count. Some of these people were 
here in 2010, but we made a much greater effort 
to get these people to respond to the census. I 
think some of the immigrant population had 
been undercounted in the 2010 census.” 

More people in town translates to increased 
garbage, crime, wear and tear on roads and 
parks, and more town hires to service more re- 
quests, says Schneiderman. 

“So, there’s definitely going to be a cost associ- 
ated with it,” he says. 

In East Hampton, the census reports 6,928 
added residents — a 32% population increase — 
but the supervisor questions the accuracy of the 
findings. 

“Obviously, they conducted it during COVID,” 
says East Hampton Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc. 
“It was a time when there was quite a bit of fluctu- 
ation and population change. I think many of the 
people who ended up arriving here had probably 
already completed the census in another location 
and, therefore, were undercounted significantly.” 


ae “The nature of work has changed and

Once the COVID crisis passes, Van Scoyoc con- 
jectures that some of these additional people re- 
siding in their summer homes might leave, while 
many others plan to stay. 

“The nature of work has changed and people 
can work remotely, so I suspect we will have a 
significant increase in our year-round popula- 
tion,” Van Scoyoc says. 

The influx of more people will impact East 
Hampton’s town budget, particularly because the 
tax base remains the same as demand for ser- 
vices rises. 

In Montauk alone, the population rose from 
3,326 to 3,685. 

“Montauk’s been going through a lot of changes 
in the last several years, before the pandemic,” 
says Van Scoyoc. “It had become wildly popu- 
lar, and we’ve seen the real estate prices shoot- 
ing up and the availability of year-round rentals 
disappearing, compounding our housing crisis. 
I’m sure the trend has only gotten worse during 
COVID.” 

Compared to the other eastern towns, River- 
head had a relatively small population increase, 
notes Riverhead Supervisor Yvette Aguiar. 
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“We had 7.2%,” says Aguiar. “Other towns have a 
much more substantial increase, such as Southold 
and Southampton.” Seeing a silver lining in in- 
creased numbers, Aguiar says, “Usually, when 
you have a higher census, whenever there’s fund- 
ing and grants, you get a higher percentage of it, 
so, this will help us in that regard.” 

Contending that the figures in his town are an 
undercount, Southold Supervisor Scott Russell 
avers that the number of residents whose prima- 
ry residence is Southold will significantly impact 
the real estate market. 

“There is such a demand on housing that the 
selling price for homes is unprecedented,” Rus- 
sell says. 

While more people in town will place a greater 
demand for services, the population growth is of 
such recent vintage that its impact is not readily 
discernible, Russell says. 

“Southold has always been very seasonal any- 
way and there have always been increased de- 
mands on services and associated costs during 
the season,” adds Russell. “I’m sure we can ab- 
sorb any new costs just fine.” 

The 36% population surge on Shelter Island 
would have greater meaning if there were a 
breakdown of demographics of who is new to the 
island, says Shelter Island Councilman James 
Colligan. 

“Are they people from the city that came out 
and decided to stay here and bring their families 
here?” Colligan asks. “Are they people who work 
here on the island that used to live off-island? Are 
these young couples? Are these retired people? 

The implications might factor greatly into the 
Shelter Island school district,” notes Colligan. 

“Because we've been on pretty much a steady 
decline in school population, it would be nice if 
young couples were here and enrolling their kids 
here,” he says. “That would be a big plus.” 

Young people, in general, could potentially con- 
tribute to the fire department and EMS, whose 
volunteers are retiring as they age, and present 
new business opportunities on the island. 

“I’m someone who believes in the strength of a 
diverse community,” says Colligan. “That’s in all 
ways: race, creed, color. And I also believe that 
it’s important to have people that could bring 
skills to the island that are needed here.”

nother day, another record for Dune Road. 

The sale of 83 Dune Road in East Quogue came 
in at $18.75 million, making it not only the highest 
priced transaction on the famed oceanfront stretch in 
2021, but also the biggest sale west of the Shinnecock 
Canal so far this year. The closing took place on 
August 31. 

The biggest sale ever west of the canal remains 
124 Dune Road in the Village of Quogue, which sold 
last year at $22.5 million, a million and a half 
above the asking price, Robert Canberg of 
Compass said at the time. 

As for 83 Dune Road, the seller is 
Bill Zysblat, a business manager and 
accountant who has worked for many 
rock ’n’ roll icons, including The Roll- 
ing Stones and the estate of David Bow- 
ie. Robert Murray, Amanda Murray and 
Meredith Murray of the Corcoran Group, 
who had the listing for this 7,000-square-foot 
oceanfront estate, raved about the experience. 

“The seller was among the nicest clients we’ve ever 
dealt with,” Robert Murray says. “When Corcoran first

sent a premier photography team out from New York 
to take photos, videos and aerials, Bill not only ordered 
in lunch for the crowd, he then ran around himself, 
moving tables and chairs out onto the poolside patio to 
make everyone comfortable.

MAY WE NEVER FORGET THE LIVES WE LOST THAT DAY.

“ies clearly remember standing in my living 
room with a coffee watching the news — ex- 
actly as it happened,” said real estate broker John 
Healey as he recalled the terror attack that took 
place 20 years ago. 

While he and his wife, Chris, had moved out of 
New York City two years earlier, his parents and 
sister lived there. His mother happened to be still 
visiting on that “blue bird day.” 

A volunteer with the Bridgehampton Fire De- 
partment (he would go on to serve as chief), he un- 
derstood the insurmountable challenges facing the 


city’s firefighters. “I was explaining to my mother - 


and Chris about the aviation fuel, heat, fire, etc.,” 
he said. “I said there is no way the building would 
survive that because there was no way to extin- 


guish at such a high level.” : 

The south tower had fallen by 10 a.m. The north 
tower came down 28 minutes later, leaving to- 
tal devastation and a toxic plume around lower 
Manhattan. 

Healey decided to go surf in Montauk. Several 
others were in the water. The conditions were per- 
fect — “offshore and clean,” as he described it. 

“We could see the smoke drifting southeast out 
of Manhattan from Montauk,” he added. “I guess 
we all had our moment of digestion in the water.” 

Then-New York City Mayor Rudolph Giuliani or- 
dered an evacuation of Lower Manhattan. Those 
who survived, walked miles to get as far away from 
the area as they could. The transit system was shut 
down. Others waited in long lines to take ferries 
across the Hudson River to New Jersey. 

That was the immediate exodus, but there was

also a long-term one afoot. Many wanted out of the 
city altogether. 

“Clients appeared in the weeks and months fol- 
lowing,” said Healy, now with Sotheby’s Interna- 
tional Realty. “More would have moved if remote 
work was a ‘thing.’ Technology wasn't available like 
today. But people wanted to feel safe.” 

“The tragedy impacted all New Yorkers and cer- 
tainly, there -was a bump in the Hamptons market 
that followed,” said Raymond Smith, the branch 
manager at Douglas Elliman Real Estate’s South- 
ampton office. 

“People were less comfortable living in the city. 
Many closed up their businesses and moved to 
places like the Hamptons or Florida,” Smith said. 
“On the East End, we saw an influx of people seek- 
ing sanctuary from the trauma and the fear of what 
happened in the city. People who had been renting 
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became buyers and stayed here. I’ve been in real 
estate 42 years, and as we've seen recently dur- 
ing the pandemic, the Hamptons has often been a 
place of refuge and calm.” ; 

J.B. D’Santos, an agent with Brown Harris Ste- 
vens, had dropped his children off at the Hamp- 
ton Day School in Bridgehampton that morning. 
“At the end of that tragic day, our children shared 
with us what happened in their classrooms once 
_ they had learned what occurred — children cry- 

ing, screaming for their parents, others wanting to 
go home,” he remembered. “The reason: multiple 
children had one of the parents flying somewhere 
that morning. 

“Immediately thereafter, the number of children 
enrolled in our children’s classes basically doubled 
as families packed and moved to the East End of 
Long Island,” he said. “Many families with proper- 
ties here hosted other family members and friends 
while they settled in and started looking for a home 

_to buy or to rent.” 

Agents were busy — D’Santos said there were 
one-third the agents there are now — after what 
had been a slow period. 

In 2001, the economy was in a decline because 
of the collapse of the dot-com market. “Similar to 
what had happened in the late ’80s, homes were 
just sitting on the market and not selling,” he ex- 
plained. “So after 9/11, we agents did a lot of busi- 
ness, but there were no bidding wars. The invento- 
ry was there and that was enough for the demand. 
Still, many families rented while they would build 
their dream home.” 

Mala Sander of Corcoran remembers the phone 
lines going quiet for two weeks after 9/11. Real es- 


tate was at a bit of a standstill while people focused 


on the news and what the terror attack would mean 
for the economy, she said. 

“Remember the anthrax scares were happening 
at the same time,” she said. They began on Septem- 
ber 18, one week after the terror attack. “Everyone 
was in a panic. But yes, the phones started ringing 
again as people woke up from their panicked stares 
and bolted from the city to the Hamptons.” 

Sander had just started working in real estate 
in February 2001. She joined Allan M. Schneider 
Associates, which was one of the last large, locally 
owned real estate companies on the East End be- 
fore it was absorbed into The Corcoran Group in 
2006. 

She recalled “an incredible finish to that year” 
that continued for several years to come. “I believe 
it was the beginning of the real estate boom with 
the banking industry aiding and abetting people 
that wanted to live a different dream, until the 
crash of 2008,” she added. 

There were some young families who made the 
permanent move east. “They became a part of the 
community and everything got better as a result. 
Schools, shops, restaurants and culture adapted to 
the needs of the new and growing population. Traf- 
fic and our roads, of course, did not. But so much 
changed as a result of the eastward migration.” 

Twenty years later, people sought refuge in the 
Hamptons and stayed, as well, to an even bigger 
extent, she said. 

“You experience something you haven't expe- 


rienced before ... you’re scared, you don’t know 
what’s going to happen,” she added. “Then you find 
this beautiful safe haven and all of a sudden you 
start to do the math of what it costs to live in the 
city and send your kid to private school and have a 
summer home in the Hamptons. Why leave when 
you can live a country life and be safe?” 

Gary DePersia vividly recalled “the gorgeous 
Tuesday morning” 20 years ago ago, before the 
world changed. 

“In those days, you had to go into your office to 
look at the listing. There was no online access,” 
he said. “I usually came in around 8 in the morn- 


‘ing. I was already into my day, sitting at my desk,” 


at Allan M. Schneider Associates. A broker with 
Corcoran, he still works in the same building two 
decades later. 

His son, Brian DePersia, called from the apart- 
ment DePersia still had in Manhattan with the 
news that a plane had hit one of the towers at the 
World Trade Center. Brian could see smoke even 
from the Upper East Side. “I rushed home, I lived 5 
minutes away, turned on the news and a few min- 
utes later, boom, the other tower got hit.” 

In comparison to the record-breaking real estate 
done during the pandemic, “9/11 wasn’t that way,” 
DePersia said, but it is every bit as defining. “It 
changed our lives, in many ways just as much as 
COVID did. How we traveled, the precautions — or 
it changed our perspective on our safety.” 

While there are parallels to the exodus from the 
city during the COVID-19 pandemic, Paul Brennan 
of Douglas Elliman, said more people made a per- 
manent move to the East End after COVID than 
they did 20 years ago. 

People, especially those who lived downtown 
and were displaced, came to the Hamptons. The 
attacks were a real shock, “but then after the shock 
and reaction took hold and people processed it, 
people didn’t feel their safety was as threatened as 
it is now.” 

“You have to realize, it was an event,” he said of 
9/11. “People could see it. They knew what hap- 
pened and as (the threat) began to wane they didn’t 
see it recurring, they felt more safe.” 

But, “COVID was totally a different thing ... be- 
cause you couldn’t see it, people were a little more 
afraid of it. It was sort of a mass panic.” _ 

Adam Miller, an attorney who opened his own 
law firm, the Adam Miller Group, here on the 
South Fork in 2007, was living and working in New 
York City on September, 11, 2001. 

He left his apartment on the Upper West Side 


that morning and learned from his doorman that 
a plane had struck the tower. Not thinking it was 
anything other than an accident, he took the sub- 
way to his office on 47th and Broadway. He was 
working in the real estate division at Proskauer 
Rose, a very large and prestigious international 
firm. By the time he arrived at work, the second 
plane had hit the building and it was evident 
America was under attack. 

“I can just recall us all gathering,” he said. “We 
were shell-shocked.” 

Miller had been working on a deal for a client, 
Vornado Realty Trust, to buy the World Trade Cen- 
ter. While the company had ultimately backed out 
of the deal, “I spent a good three months in the 
twin towers doing diligence and learning about all 
the easements underneath.” 

By mid-morning, his office let people leave for 
the day. “I got out of the building and felt like a 
million people were on the streets walking north,” 
he continued. “It was like the whole city was on the 
street walking north.” 

He walked the 30 blocks to his apartment, from 
where he could still see the smoke billowing out of 
Lower Manhattan. In the coming days, he would 
help a close friend search for a childhood friend 
who was working on the 84th floor of tower two. 

Ultimately, Miller chose to leave Manhat- 
tan for the East End, a lifestyle change he said 
had been brewing in him even before 9/11. The 


_ Hamptons.com “beach cam” he kept in the corner 


of his computer screen kept getting larger, and 
taking the bullet train back to the city on Sunday 
nights got harder. 

In the end, it was a fire in his building that pushed 
him to make the move. He carried his 13-year-old 
Labrador down 28 flights of stairs. He spent nights 
afterward thinking about all the people who were 
cooking in the apartments below him. 

By 2003, Miller had an opportunity to manage a 
satellite office of a large firm in Bridgehampton. He 
and his wife sold their apartment in the city and 
bought a place in East Hampton. 

Miller said he felt a camaraderie among New 
Yorkers he hadn't felt before. “The ingenuity and 
the willingness of people to help was mind bog- 
gling to me.” 

Born and raised in northern New Jersey, he 
still considers himself a New Yorker. “I almost felt 
grateful I was in the city during this time,” he said. 
“I was glad I was home during this event. It showed 
me the best of people. It was such an outpouring of 
care. It was a real bonding time for the city.”

to Dan’s Papers from Denise 
Franzino, a portrait and fine artist 
who has honed her ability to capture 
the spirit and life in whatever she 
paints. She speaks to us about this 
week’s cover, her technique, and fall 
on the East End. 


What is the name of this beau- 
tiful, tranquil piece, and what 
location inspired its creation? 

The piece that is featured is titled 
“Sunflower Farm Sunset.” It was one 
of those beautiful September days 
where the air was crisp and the sky 
was clear. The sun was setting on this 
beautiful sunflower farm out in Mat- 
tituck. It seemed as though each sun- 
flower was reaching for the last rays 
of light as the sun was going down. 
Every flower looked as though it had 
its own personality as they stretched 


towards the sky. The location of this 
farm is the North Fork Sunflower 
Maze in Mattituck. 


How was this piece created? 
Walk us through your process. 

This piece was created from a cell- 
phone picture. Today, the pictures 
from cellphones are unbelievable. If I 
don’t have my 35mm camera on me, 
I always have my cellphone. I never 
know when a scene is going to strike a 
chord within and I just have to capture 
it. Once I record the scene I have en- 
largements made. Most times, I use a 
combination of photographs to create 
my paintings. This particular painting 
was created from just one. Very rarely 
does that happen. Once the enlarge- 
ments are made, I paint at least one 
very detailed oil color study before I 
start the final painting — usually 1/4 
the ‘size of the final painting. In this 
study I figure out my value arrange- 
ments, color and composition. Color

studies are so helpful because I’m not 
trying to make all these critical deci- 
sions on the final painting. I have the 
study on another easel and use it as 
my guide while I paint the final paint- 
ing. Of course, when you paint larger, 
there are always some adjustments to 
be made but as long as I capture the 
essence of the study, I’m satisfied. 


What makes this artwork such 
an ideal fit for a Dan’s Papers 
cover? 

I think this painting is such an ideal 
fit for Dan’s Papers mainly because 
of the subject matter. The sunflower 
farms are so magnificent on Long Is- 
land. They are around from mid sum- 
mer and then usher in the fall. They 
always bring a smile to my face and 
provide food for the gold finches and 
other birds that love their seeds. I also 
felt the composition lent itself nicely 
to the Dan’s Papers format. The sun- 
flowers in shadow contrasting against 
the brilliant colors of the sky was such 
a powerful image. Dark against light 
is very eye-catching and dramatic. 


Your ability to capture the life 
and essence of people, animals 
and nature is impressive. How 
do you manage to make your 
paintings so full of life, and how 
does your technique and/or 
mindset differ when capturing 
the spirit of these subjects? 

Thank you so much for such a beau- 
tiful compliment. I think the highest 
praise you can pay an artist is that 
their work touches you in some way 
and that they bring life to their subject 
matter. The artist’s job is to move the 
viewer through their visual interpre- 
tation, whether it’s a painting, sculp- 


‘ture, drawing or any other art form. 


With portraiture, I know getting the 
accuracy of the features and _ like- 
ness is not enough. You must convey 
the essence and spirit of your sitter 
in some way. It could be the way the 
sitter carries his or herself, a certain 
expression they make, a look in their 
eyes. It is the artist’s ability to detect 
these subtleties and record them on 
the canvas in such a way that brings 
life to the painting. 

Having passion for what you are 
painting, also, is key to evoking mood 
in a painting. I love animals and 
flowers. With my pet portraits, each 
one has an individual personality, as 


well. The sheer joy I get in portraying 
people’s pets, I feel, comes through in 
my paintings. When I paint flowers, I 
usually work from life. I spend a lot of 
time setting up the still-life and then 
try to record my first impression as 
quickly as possible. Painting from life 
is very challenging especially paint- 
ing flowers. They are forever changing 
right in front of your eyes. The spon- 
taneity that comes from working from 
life is what can bring a painting to life, 
as well. The quick decision making 
has to be on point. You can’t dilly dally 
like you can when working from pho- 
tographs. Photographs are essential, 
but years and years of painting from 
life is the best teacher. 

I also love to paint plein air land- 
scapes. Taking my easel outside and 
painting a scene that sparks some- 
thing inside me is so rewarding. Here 
again, quick decision making is para- 
mount. The sun is always moving and 
you only have around three hours to 
get your idea down. Sometimes if I 
don’t finish, Ill go back to that site 
again the next day, as long as the 
weather is consistent, and continue. 
If I can’t, I'll take some pictures and 
finish the painting in my studio all 
the while keeping in mind that first 
impression — what drew me to this 
particular scene in the first place. 
When I look at a painting I did on- 
site as opposed to one that I worked 
on from a photograph, I will be trans- 
ported back to that particular day and 
remember the kind of day it was, the 
sounds of the birds singing and the 
feel of the breeze against my face. 
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What artistic accomplishment 
or achievement are you most 
‘ proud of? 

This past year I was a semi finalist 
in the Art Renewal Center Interna- 
tional Salon. ARC’s annual competi- 
tion is the most far-reaching competi- 
tion for contemporary realism in the 
world. This year’s salon received close 
to 5,000 entries from 83 countries. 
That achievement was probably one 
of the biggest highlights of my career. 
Also, I am so honored to have been 
on the cover of Dan’s Papers for the 
second time. I appreciate the paper’s 
dedication and support for artists and 
for giving our vision exposure to so 
many people. 


What do you find most person- 
ally rewarding about your artis- 
tic life and career? 

I think what I find most personally 
rewarding about my artistic life and 
career is that I built a successful busi- 
ness on my own. I never had represen- 
tation from a portrait company that 
repped artists. My career has spanned 
over 25 years which I’m very proud of. 
I knew I had a high-end item and fig- 
ured out a way to market myself to a 
certain clientele. This was before so- 
cial media and the internet were read- 


ily available. I found private schools, 
country clubs and charities that held 
fundraising events where I could dis- 
play my work with other vendors. (I 
try to participate in around 15 shows 
a year.) The people interested in my 
work would come up to my table and I 
would discuss pricing and procedure. 
I would get their names, phone num- 
bers and email addresses. I would 
do all the follow-up phone calls, 
schedule photo shoots, do the photo 
shoots and paint the commissioned 
portrait. All this work can be daunt- 
ing at times, trying to juggle differ- 
ent hats, but the rewards have been 
tenfold. When I deliver a painting 
and see the happiness I have brought 
to my clients through my work, it fills 
my heart with joy. How blessed am I! 
A portrait, to me, is capturing ‘a mo- 
ment in time forever on canvas. It is 
an heirloom to treasure today and for 
generations to come. 


What inspirations do you 
hope to bring to life through 
your art this fall? 

This fall I hope to paint outdoors 
more. The weather is cooler and the 
beautiful colors of autumn will be on 
full display. I love to go to Old West- 
bury Gardens and paint the beauty 


— 


that surrounds me there. Everywhere 
you turn there is a painting just wait- 
ing to be captured. I also look for- 
ward to painting more florals and 
figurative work.

Classic Grand Prix 
was held on the Sunday of 
Labor Day weekend. This 
is the most spectacular 
event of the summer in the 
Hamptons as horses and riders 
from around the world compete to 
win the $300,000 prize. But it is also 
an event that draws a huge crowd of 
spectators, not only the 5,000 or so 
in the stands that day, but .the 500 
or so leaders of this celebrity resort 
who meet and greet one another in 
the splendidly turned-out VIP tent 
that borders the jumping ring along 
its entire southern length. 

Many dress in their finest Sunday 
best. Some of the women, in gowns 
and heels, walk along the tent run- 
way as if they are attending the Os- 
cars, except they also wear — some 
of them — the most fantastic giant 
hats imaginable. Those in the Grand 
Prix tent included Donna Karan, 
Brooke Shields, Lorraine Bracco, 
Aida Turturro, Christy Turlington 
Burns, Steven Weber, Isaac Boots, 
Kelly Bensimon and Rita Cosby. It’s 
a field day for the magazine photog- 
raphers. 

But hey, isn’t there a horse show 
going on at one side of this grand ca- 
tered celebrity affair? 

Indeed there is. 

A field of 23 of the world’s great- 
est riders take their horses one at a 
time over the dozen or more jumps 
in what is hoped will be less than 90 
seconds. If it takes more than that, 
they do not win. If it is less than that, 
any horse and rider who clear all the 
jumps without knocking a rail off a 
fence can win outright if no other 
horse and rider equal that feat. If 
others do, we go to a jump-off, a sec- 
ond time around where the quickest 
time and fewest errors will lead to 
the winner. <a 

Much of the crowd in the tent 
continued the buzz of the meet-and- 
greet on the runway during this 
grand equestrian finale, but I have 
always liked watching the horses. 
Their eagerness and coordination 
with their riders is amazing. Win- 
ning can also get you on the U.S. 
Olympic Equestrian Team. 

Also, I remember when, 30 years 
ago, a local rider named Joe Fargis, 
whose horse farm was in Southamp- 


ton, won the 
Grand Prix 
riding Mill 
Pearl, out- 
jumping all 
the riders 
from around 
the world. Not 
only was he toasted 
and celebrated for 
this achievement at 
that time, but then 
in 2005, approach- 
ing 58 years of age, 
he did it again. Since 
then I have looked to 
see if there might be 
another local rider to 
earn this honor. 

In recent years, this 
challenge has fallen 
to Georgina Bloom- 
berg, the daughter of 
Michael Bloomberg, 
the former mayor of 
New York who's estate 
is in Southampton. 
She has come close 
in recent years, and I 
did think, from what 
I know about her, 
that this might be her 
year. Although not 
yet ranked as one of 
the top 10 world-class 
riders, she was. in-

result of her victories in other eques- 
trian events, But she was not among 
the four selected to go to Tokyo. 

She was scheduled as the 12th 
rider in the field of 23 this day, a 
number. arbitrarily selected by lot. 
By that time, three of the prior 11 
entrants had already completed the 
course with no fences knocked down 
and under the maximum time, thus 
guaranteeing there would be a sec- 
ond time around. Might Bloomberg 
be the fourth rider to join in this 
runoff? Among those watching from 
the front row on the sidelines under 
the tent was her father, Michael. 
Many others joined him. 

Georgina’s steed was Tulara Col- 
mine, a stallion who, as Georgina 
walked him around the course to 
introduce him to all the fences, 
seemed alert and eager. He pranced 
a bit. His ears turned forward. And 
then, returning to the beginning, the 
digital clock on the giant scoreboard 


counted down backward to zero, and 
with that, off they went. 

Some horses strain to get over the 
fences, leaning in and going low and 
long as their riders urge them on. 

-Tulara Colmine was not one of 
them. At Bloomberg’s urgings, he 
leaped up, seemingly light as a feath- 
er, over each of the first 10 jumps, 
achieving a height I never before 
thought possible by a three-quarter- 
ton horse and rider. It was the most 
remarkable and exhilarating thing I 
have ever seen at a horse show, and 
it led me to the conclusion that, un- 
like those who had come before her, 
she would easily clear everything 
without a fault and go on to win in 
record time. The jumps continued. 
After each one, Bloomberg would 
lead him along on a sharp turn to ap- 
proach the next jump, which he eyed 
with apparent delight. And all was 
going well. But on one of the last of 
these jumps, one of Colmine’s hind 


heels clipped the top rail of a fence, 
sending it clattering to the ground. A 
collective groan emanated from the 
crowd. 

Bloomberg and her steed, with just 
that one fault, was eliminated. But 
after she crossed the finish line, she 
turned and led her horse at a canter 
around the outer reaches of the ring 
and upon seeing her father, gave him 
a glorious salute before retiring to 
the barn. 

Maybe next year. 

Daniel Bluman representing Is- 
rael and riding Gemma W won the 
event. Second place went to McLain 
Ward (who did go to Tokyo this year 
and who has won this event be fore, 
including in 2019) riding his horse 
Contagious. : 

But those soaring jumps of Bloom- 
berg and Colmine remain in my 
mind. I will never forget them. And 
maybe it will play out for the best 
next year.

O: the morning of Au- 
gust 27, 1862, the 
keeper of the Montauk 
Lighthouse, Joseph Stan- 
ton, walked outside onto 
the front lawn to greet the day 
and saw, just offshore, a monstrous 
seagoing steamship more than six 
times the size of any he had ever seen 
before. It had a double-skinned iron 
hull, two paddle wheels — one on the 
starboard side, the other on the port 
— six masts with furled sails and, 
between the masts, five smokestacks 
belching black smoke. The smoke 
meant it was trying to get under- 
way but the ship was now listing 10 
degrees to the starboard. More than 
1,500 passengers were on board. 
This monstrosity had been caught 
on an underwater rock 26 feet below 
the surface. It was on all the charts. 
The idea for the SS Great Eastern 
had sprung fully formed from the 
mind of an English steamship com- 
pany owner, Isambard Kingdom Bru-

nel, in 1852. Small steamships 
were now plying the oceans 
all over the world. What if 
he built one six times the 
size of any other? Carry- 
ing 4,000 passengers, it 
could cross the Atlantic as 
the wonder of the age. 

Brunel gave the go-ahead. No 
shipyard in England was large 
enough to build it, so Brunel bought 
one and enlarged it.

were found between the two hulls. 

It would be half a century before 
a ship bigger than the Great Eastern 
got built. It was a the RMS Ti- 
tanic. 

The rock today is known as Great 
Eastern Rock. Interestingly, in 2013,

as this past weekend was rainy I 
watched the Philadelphia Eagles play 
the New York Giants Saturday after- 
noon.

bode well for what might happen to Eli 
Manning and the Giants for the rest 
of the season.

There was Michael 
Vick, the Eagle quarterback, standing 
on the other side of the field with his 
helmet in his hand. The Eagle coach 
was still the Eagle coach. The Giant 
coach was still the Giant coach. 


I think I saw this game yesterday, is 
what I thought. Could it be? 

“I think after what happened last 
year, the Giants will be looking for re- 
venge,” the announcer said. Last year? 
How about yesterday? The Eagles 
whipped the tar out of them yesterday. 

As I write this today, Monday, I have 
very bad feelings about what the TV 
did to me on Saturday. I spent much 
of that afternoon feeling bad about 
the Giants. Was Eli Manning over 
the hill? Sure looked like it but I sure 
hoped not. Now there he was, playing 
the Eagles again, and by golly, they 
don’t play two days in a row and they 
specifically don’t play two days in a 
row against the same team they played 
against the day before. 

I now knew what had happened 
of course. And I reflected on it. I had 
been mildly surprised to see the Ea- 
gles-Giants game on Saturday when 
it came on. I was also surprised to see 
it was on the NFL channel, but then 
again, Sometimes you see a game on 
an odd channel while it is being played 
on one of the network channels. I had 


bought into it. But I now had figured 
out I had been watching a re-run of 
what had happened the year before. 
It certainly was a terrible drubbing 
and it certainly was something worth 
showing again—but not without an 
occasional image on the screen that 
reads PREVIOUSLY RECORDED. 

In some ways, I feel that someone 
has messed with my timeline. My 
timeline was fine until Saturday. It 
was chugging along, as it does every 
day, and I was into it, glad to be alive, 
trying to make the best of the day. But 
then, Sunday, I found it was something 
else entirely. Did anybody else see this 
Giants-Eagles game on Saturday? 

For the record, the Giants did get 
their revenge. They apparently re- 
covered quickly after what happened 
to them Saturday—they licked their 
wounds, they hitched their pants up 
and, taking advantage of Eagles mis- 
plays, won the game 29 to 16, even 
though—and I got this impression— 
they were not as good a team as the 
Eagles were, or at least the Eagle team 
I saw yesterday.

A s the crisis in Egypt finally sub- 
sides, it is worth recalling who 


President Mubarak was and is. He 
has been called an evil dictator who, 
thank God, has been overthrown. But 
in the beginning, he was a rational and 
caring person only doing what other 
countries do, including America, when 
terrorists run amok in the country. 

In the early 1980s, a radical Muslim 
group declared holy war against the 
government of Egypt. The president 
was Anwar Sadat. They killed him in 
a hail of bullets at a parade. They also 
tried, but failed to kill his Vice Presi- 
dent, Hosni Mobarak, on three sepa- 
rate occasions. They also, during that 
era, killed various government minis- 
ters in various ambushes. And at one 
point, they unleashed murderers to 
break into innocent people’s homes at 
night and slit the throats of whoever 
was there, women and children in- 
cluded, in their beds. 

When that happened, Mubarack, 
who was then president, ordered 
that these murders and. extremists 
be found and killed without mercy. 
He declared a national emergency. 
The rounding up and killing of these 
people came in spurts over the next 


few years, ending when police found 
— and this was at a time when terror- 
ists such as this worked in cells where 
one group did not know another group 
— a three-ring binder with the names 
and contact information for a total of 
800 members of the band. 

That pretty much wiped everybody 
out. 

Was Mubarak wrong to keep emer- 
gency rule in place for 30 years? 


Undoubtedly. Should Mubarak have © 


stepped aside after awhile to let oth- 
ers take over? Isn’t that why we limit 
presidents to two term in America? 

Power does corrupt. On the other 
hand, car bombers and _ terrorists 
from this wing of the Muslim religion 
are still active in the world today. The 
war against them continues. 

After the recent revolution began 
in downtown Cairo and Alexandria, 
Mubarak made’a speech, his first of 
any length, in which he said it was 
necessary for him to stay in order to 
protect the country. Interpreters tell 
us he spoke as a father might speak to 
children. When I heard that speech, I 
thought, “This man has never forgot- 
ten the 1980s.‘And he is afraid at what 
might happen.” Among other things, 
he was afraid of legalizing the Muslim 
Brotherhood a group that for the past 
30 years has been illegal. 

This group had been founded, un- 
der the name Muslim Jihad, in the 


1970s by two fiery orators. They ad- 
vocated killing anyone who did not 
espouse the true faith as interpreted 
by the Muslim religion. There is a pas- 
sage in the Koran which states that 
true believers will not only be forgiven 
if they attack those that try to prevent 
them from worshiping their religion 
but rewarded with extra pleasures 
in heaven. This passage was twisted 
around by these two, among others, so 
it says true believers will be forgiven 
if they kill anyone who doesn’t believe 
as they do. 

One of these two founders subse- 
quently, in the mid-1980s, - founded 
the Muslim Brotherhood. The Muslim 
Brotherhood today does not kill peo- 
ple at random. It has moved its posi- 
tion. Nevertheless, there was the posi- 
tion of its founder. And so the Muslim 
Brotherhood was banned. 

I have been writing a novel about 
the time when Nazi saboteurs landed 
in America during World War II. I’ve 
been reading a great deal about it. 
Eight of them landed on our shores 
— four in Amagansett — with explo- 
sives, bent on havoc. Before any of 
them could cause any harm, one of 
them turned all the others in. But it is 
a fact that our president at the time, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, ordered the 
creation of a kangaroo court to have 
them tried and put to death as quickly 
as possible. Roosevelt actually ap- 
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pointed the judge, the jury, the pros- 
ecutor and the defense attorneys. The 
Germans were strapped into the elec- 
tric chair 66 days after setting foot on 
America soil. 

The laws go out the window when 
terrorists run amok. Today, anyone 
suspected of terrorism in America 
loses all their legal rights at the mo- 
ment they are taken into custody. The 
covert activities of Homeland Security 
are everywhere. You can be detained 
indefinitely, you have no rights to re- 
main silent, you can be tortured (we 
carefully define that), and you can’t 
access a lawyer before anything else. 

Read the Patriot Act, just recently 
renewed. All this is silently and behind 
the scenes in place, as I write this, in 
this wonderful country of ours. And 
I think the vast majority of us would 
say it was a good thing. Also, until 
now, Homeland Security has done an 
excellent job of enforcing this behind 
the scenes. 

The fact is that today everybody 
just wants to enjoy their computers, 
social networks, cellphones, games 
and videos and be pretty much left 
alone to have a good time. These are 
not dumb people. They want that 
there is nobody who randomly comes 
into a room to kill everybody. But 
they think, in Egypt anyway, hav- 
ing seen how a Democratic modern 
society such as America achieves the 
enforcement of these draconian laws 
behind the scenes without impinging 
on the freedoms of the majority, that 
they can do this too. There is great 
confidence coming from this Network 


‘Revolution around the world. 


So Mubarak has retreated to the 
beach resort of Sharm el Sheik. He 
did his best under the circumstances, 
at least for awhile, I think. But in the 
end, without any opposition, he be- - 
came corrupt, brutal against enemies 
and, they tell us, unbelievably rich. 
(Around $60 billion in Swiss banks 
rich, which assets are now in the pro- 
cess of being seized.) 

I hope they don’t hurt him. 

As for the rest of the Arab world, 
perhaps networking and all the rest 
of this wonderful stuff will spread 
everywhere and people will just settle 
in with this new and wonderful way of 
viewing things. It could happen. And 
if it does, nobody will need to murder 
anybody. 

Or to paraphrase Rodney King, now 
we can finally all get along?

: DITCH PLAINS BEACH, MONTAUK

ohn Bernard and Perry Duryea III, 
© the Republican candidate for East 
Hampton Town supervisor and Town 
Republican leader, respectively, have 
screwed up. Rather than own up to it 
and apologize about it, they are trying 
to make political hay out of it. It leaves 
a very bad taste in the mouth. 

This newspaper has never been par- 
tisan one way or another. Mr. Bullock, 
our town supervisor, will confirm that 
over the years I have taken some good 
clean shots at him when I believed him 
wrong. Now it is the Republicans who I 
believe are wrong. 

The issue is a public beach in Mon- 
tauk known as Ditch Plains. It is a 
very beautiful site with cliffs at either 
end and swimming and surfing in the 
middle. And yet, the town owns only 
a patch of the land near to it. There is 
parking for only 32 cars, and the bath- 
room facilities consist of a temporary 
Port-O-San. 

A few weeks ago, there was an op- 
portunity for the town to purchase an 
adjacent two acres to what they already 
own for $1.25 million. It was probably 
par for the course that the Republican 


minority on the town board argued 
that the pricetag was too high while the 
Democratic majority argued that it was 
just fine. It should be noted here that 
at the time, nobody, either Republican 
or Democrat, objected to the spend- 
ing of the funds needed to expand the 
property at Ditch Plains. It was only the 
price that was at issue. 

The mistake that was made was that 
our town supervisor, whether a Repub- 
lican or Democrat, deserves respect. 
The town board had voted, Republi- 
cans in attendance, to go ahead with 
the purchase. Fair play would suggest 


that with the vote behind them, every- 


one involved would now throw support 
behind their supervisor while he nego- 
tiated. Enter Mr. Bernard. 

Eager as he was to become town 
supervisor, Mr. Bernard said, without 
a shred of evidence, that the town su- 
pervisor was in cahoots with the seller. 
He pointed out that the seller had 
purchased these two acres just three 
months before for less than $1 million, 
and what he suggested was that the su- 
pervisor urged on this earlier deal with 
the understanding that three months 
later he would buy it for the town, 
thereby giving this individual a tidy 
$300,000 profit. 

This put our town supervisor in a po- 


sition he did not deserve to be in. If he 


went ahead with the deal it was “proof” 
of his involvement. It could well mean 
the loss of the election to Mr. Bernard 
since if he went ahead, there it was — 
the “proof.” 

Under the circumstances, the only 
way our town supervisor could prove 
his reputation was to call off the deal, 
thereby leaving his supposed partner- 


_in-crime hanging. And that is exactly 


what he did. 

One week after that, a local broker 
announced that the seller was indeed 
selling his land, not for the $1.25 to the 
town but for $1.5 million to a private 
investor. If it would have been a stretch 
before, now it could well be out of reach 
of the town’s grasp for ever buying this 
parcel. 

What right did Mr. Bernard have, for 
the sake of a small town local election, 
to say something without any facts to 
back it up that would cost the people of 
Montauk, their children and children’s 
children, a proper public beach facility? 

As every real estate person knows, 
the value of a piece of land is exactly 
what someone is willing to pay for 
it. Whether this two acres is worth 
$900,000, $1.5 million or $2 million 
could be debated forever. The fact is 
that it is being sold for $1.5 million. 
There it is. 

I really don’t know what Mr. Bernard 
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or Mr. Duryea, who backed him up, 
might say about all this under the cir- 
cumstances. Perhaps they might have 
said the time has come to lower the vol- 
ume in this political campaign which, 
five months from Election Day, has al- 
ready heated up to nasty levels not seen 
in recent years. 

What they did say, in letters to a lo- 
cal paper last week, does them con- 
siderable discredit. They argued, both 
of them, that the town still has no 
business considering the purchase at 
$1.25 million just because some boob 
was willing to pay $1.5 million. They 
painted themselves as heroes, having 
saved the town all this money which 
never should have been spent in the 
first place. (Keep in mind: that $1.25 
million is very little for a town when 
spread over 30 years. Further keep in 
mind that everyone, including them, 
supported the idea of the purchase.) 

They finished by stating that they 
trusted the townspeople would go to 
the polls in November knowing very 
clearly who it was that was interested 
in saving the taxpayer’s money. Surely 
it wasn’t the Democrats. The people of 
Montauk lose a proper public facility 
and the Republicans gain, as they see 
it, a few votes in November. It’s sad to 
think some people consider this a fair 
trade. ;

Hamer Bob is such a stupid 
name. Coming up the East 
Coast it might have been Hurricane 
Bob, but when it arrived here on 
eastern Long Island, it had to havea 
different name. Yes, yes, bub, as the 
true East End Bonackers say. It was 
Hurricane Bub. 

Nothing good can come from 
looking at a map of the eastern 


United States as a hurricane snakes 
its way up the coast. The coast prac- 
tically everywhere faces to the east 
so hurricanes heading north can be 
seen going roaring by. But here in 
the New York area, for the first time, 
something in the geography sticks 
out to sea. I do not have to tell you 
what that is. 

As the weather forecaster moni- 
tors these things coming up paral- 
lel to Florida and then Georgia an- 
dthen the Carolinas, people here on 
the East End walk around whistling 
nervously, hands in their pockets. 


What the hell else can you do when 
you are a target? 

Monday morning, 8 a.m. My 
friend Mr. G, who is the weather- 
man at CBS in Manhattan, says we 
will be very lucky. The eye of the 
storm and the strong right arm of it 
will pass just a few miles to the east 
of Montauk. We will only be getting 
a swipe from this class three hurri- 
cane with its weaker left arm. 

At 9 a.m., I shut down Dan’s Pa- 
pers in Bridgehampton in anticipa- 
tion of the hurricane which is ex- 
pected around 1 p.m. Plan is to work 


a night shift on the computers after 
the eye passes. Then work like hell 
all day Tuesday to get this newspa- 
per to the printer on schedule Tues- 
day night. 

As it turned out, ha. 

The water actually rose up from 
beneath the surface of the Earth as 
the storm hit at 1 o'clock. The lights 
went out. Huge geysers rose from 
the sewers on Main Street in East 
Hampton and Westhampton Beach. 
Harbors overflowed. Trees crashed 
down on telephone wires, on cars, 
on private homes. 

In Sag Harbor and Greenport and 
Montauk ships came loose from 
their moorings: and crashed into 
other ships. Winds howled at almost 
a hundred miles an hour. 

And then, amazingly, the sun 
came out and it was over. 

For as long as I live I shall never 
forget, at the very height of the 
storm, as the wind screamed up the 
road and as trees uprooted, the vi- 
sion of a lone man in a bathing suit 
and galoshes jogging purposefully 
down Three Mile Harbor Road in 
East Hampton heading toward 
town. : 

The aftermath. It is 36 hours 
later and in the blackness of 
Tuesday night one drives east on 
the Montauk Highway, very care- 
fully, from East Hampton and into 
Amagansett. All is dark. Except, is 
it possible? Could it be? Yes! 

The Stephen Talkhouse Cafe is 
all ablaze, a folksinger strumming 
away inside, a triumph of ingenu- 
ity. And a Honda generator. 

How much checkers, how much 
dominoes can a grown person 
play? Flickering candlelight is not 
much good for reading. There is no 
water. No bathing. No toilets. 

This is the worst. 

At Dan’s Papers, the night shift 
consists of two people typesetting 
on laptop computers plugged into 
a Honda 1000 generator lent by 
John C. White of Sagaponack. Our 
signs have been blown down, a huge 
tree has crushed a company car in 
the parking lot, debris is every- 
where. John Walsh, our production 
manager, spends the night sleeping 
on the floor at Dan’s Papers in the 
eerie darkness on Monday night. 

Who knows what Tuesday will 
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bring? 

“Gorbachev 
thrown.” 

“So what.” 

On Tuesday when the first realiza- 
tions begin to sink in of what life is 
really like without power, tempers 
grow short and people grow desper- 
ate. Gasoline generators all over the 
area have been quickly snatched up. 
There are shouting matches over the 
few remaining ones. 

WLNG broadcast through it all, 
even as rising waters knocked out 
their AM service and one of their 
FM towers hadbeen knocked down. 
_ “This is Anna Gagner of Sitting 
Duck Lane in Southold and I am 
very angry with you people. Where 
is LILCO? We have been without 
power for two days. What are we 
paying these people for? And I’ve 
been trying to get in touch with 
your radio station for at least one 
day. What’s the matter with you 
people?” 

“Everyone is working very hard, 
lady,” says Paul Sidney. 

_Dan’s Papers packs up its six-man 
production crew, its five computers, 
two printers and one waxer and 
heads west looking for electrical 
power. Marta White at the Village 
Latch bed and breakfast in South- 
ampton has power and offers us her 
dining room. 

“But after 11 when breakfast is 
over,” she says. 

We take it. But when we arrive 
there, within 10 minutes, the power 
goes down. 

There is a report that two men in 
a boat rode out the storm between 
Montauk and Block Island. Turns 
out to be a hoax. 

Dan and his traveling newspaper 

-minstrels get an offer from Brent 
Lynch at the Hampton Jitney, and 
then another offer from the prin- 
cipal of the Hampton Bays Senior 
High School. As lights still flicker in 
Southampton, we opt for the school, 
arrive there around 1, spend half an 
hour setting up in the Science Com- 
puter room, then spend a half hour 
working and then the power goes 
down there, too. 

There is a terrible storm-related 
tragedy. A 21-year-old East Hamp- 
ton man breaks into the SouthFork 
Honda store in the early dawn hours 
of Tuesday, and is confronted by the 
owner of the store, Mike D’Angela, 
who has been there all night with a 
licensed handgun. 

The issue is gas-powered gen- 
erators. The young man attacks, 
D’Angela defends himself and when 
it is over, the young man lies dead 
of a bullet wound in the chest.

’D’Angela calls the police and the 


store is roped off. A crime scene. 

Hundreds of trucks and mainte- 
nance vehicles stream into the area 
to help LILCO get the area back on 
its feet. Go up on County Road 39 or 
out on the Long Island Expressway 
and you can see great processions 
of yellow vehicles from Erie, Penn., 
or great green vehicles from Colum- 
bus, Ohio, all heading eastbound 
toward the disaster area. It is an 
official disaster area. So designated 
by the governor. 


As you read this, it is very likely 
Friday or Saturday, four days after 
the hurricane, and I suppose every- 
thing looks almost normal. Well, 
consider how we finally got out this 
newspaper. From Hampton Bays 
High School we packed up again 
and wound up in Riverhead under 
the incredibly gracious wingof Da- 
vid Willmott of Suffolk Life publica- 
tions. 

All through Tuesday and Tuesday 
night we were here. And then, hav- 
ing got a 24 hour reprieve from the

printer, we were here Wednesday 
and Wednesday night. We set up in 
a conference room, filling it with 
people, our computers and printers 
and whatever and, amazingly, with 
God’s grace, we got it done. 

Why do we put up with these hur- 
ricanes? Can’t anyone do the math- 
ematics? For what it cost to bring 
the power back to about 375,000 
people on the East End who had 
their power lines knocked down, we 
could have probably buried all the 
power lines underground. 

Well, maybe not. But figure this 
happens every five years. What 
would it cost, if you paid for it in the 
long term, to put all the power lines 
underground? Less or more than 
going through this nonsense every 
five years? 

We shouldn't have allowed tele- 
phone poles to have been built in the 
first place, they’re so damn ugly. 

Failing that, I would like to sug- 
gest the creation of a Long Island 
Power Volunteers Association. It 
would be like the volunteer fire 
departments. Every adult would 
take a little course, and then when 
the hurricane comes through, go to 
their designated place and string up 
whatever fallen wires there were. 
What would take five days might 
now take five hours. Count me as 
the first volunteers.

H ow does the same cablevision 
service suddenly cost twice as 
much? When you get a letter in the 
mail that says so. There is no regula- 
tion, no control, no competition. 

That is what numerous commercial 
customers are finding out in South- 
ampton Town, having each received 
a letter from Cablevision about the 
rate change. Cablevision has “spies” it 
turns out, and in the beginning of the 
letter, Cablevision informs these com- 

-mercial customers that the spies have 
been at work. 

“A review of your account indicates 
our service is connected to a television 
set viewable by your employees. We 
are pleased you have chosen to enter- 
tain and inform your employees with 
Cablevision’s wide selection of pro- 
gramming...Primarily because of the 
added value in a business etting, rates 
are higher than for a homeowner. 


Contractual obligations...don’'t allow 
us to exhibit our service in a multiple 
viewer setting at residential rates... 
(Therefore) beginning May 1 your rate 
will be adjusted to reflect business use 
of service.” 

The increase, as mentioned, is about 
double. I spoke to Pat Neumann, the 
Southampton Town councilman, who 
handles relations between the town 
and Cablevision, and she told me she 
had received numerous complaints 
about this letter but there was nothing 
anybody could do. 

“The Reagan administration com- 
pletely . decontrolled Cablevision 
rates,” she said. “They have a monop- 
oly. But they can charge whatever they 
want.” 

Ms. Neumann told me she had also 
gotten complaints, some of them from 
“little old ladies,” who had called Ca- 
blevision into their homes and then 
were told that because. Cablevision 
saw that they had more than one TV 
plugged in they would have to pay a 
higher price. Some of them actually 
had their service cut when they hesi- 


tated in paying. 

“There’s no arguement,” Ms. Neu- 
mann said. “If you don’t like it they 
just cut off the service.” 

One such letter about the doubling 
of the commercial rates was sent to 
this newspaper by Ron Campsey, a 
Vietnam War veteran who runs the 
New Moon Cafe in East Quogue. Ron 
had gotten the letter from a merchant 
on Main Street down the way from his 
restaurant. But he wanted the news- 
paper to see it because he felt it related 
to what had happened to him. 

Police had swooped down on his 
restaurant after a tip from Cablevi- 
sion, and had arrested him on charges 
of theft of services and possession of 
burglar tools. The theft was that he had 
the Cablevision service on a TV over 
his bar when it had been purchased by 
his wife in their apartment upstairs. 
The burglar tools were the wires that 
led from the legal hookup upstairs to 
the TV over the bar. Campsey could go 
to jail. He is to have a jury trial in May. 

“The problem stems from the fact 
that Cablevision bought out Dimen- 


sion,” Campsey told me. “With Di- 
mension, there was no distinction 
between commercial and residential. 
And I could wire from upstairs to 
down since I owned the whole build- 
ing. What I want to know is why they 
arrested me for doing something the 
old way, but with my friend down the 
street they just tell him they’re dou- 
bling his rates?” 

It also seems to be setting up an 
interesting precedent. Cablevision is 
now departing from what would seem 
to be fair, namely that they charge for 
the service they provide. Now they 
are charging based on the number of 


‘people who view the television. It is 


only a short hop from here to where 
they may want to know how often and 
how many people you invite over to 
watch TV. 

The deregulation of Cablevision in 
America is a troubling business. The 
use of cable TV is now considered 
by most of the populace as a public 
utility. It would seem that a certain 
amount of regulation of these private 
for-profit businesses is in order.

ve just been challenged to a duel 

_ by a man who has been dead for 
150 years. I spelled his name wrong 
in an article I wrote in this newspaper 
last week and he has not taken kindly 
to it. 1 am to appear, with a second, 
on Saturday September 14 at 10 a.m. 
at the duel site, at which time I will be 
offered a choice of one of two pistols, 
and then the duel will commence. 

This is the second time I have been 
challenged to a duel by this man. The - 
first time was 15 years ago when I also 
spelled his name wrong, although 
that time it was his last name, this 
time it was his first name. And we had 
said duel, this newspaper publisher 
versus a signer of the Declaration of 
Independence. And I lost. Such are 
the perils of being a newspaper pub- 
lisher. 

The man I am being challenged by 
is named Francis Hopkinson, which 
is the correct spelling of his name. He 
lived in Philadelphia, signed the Dec- 
laration of Independence, designed 
an American flag, was an American 
patriot and he did a lot of other won- 
derful things and normally I think he 
is perfectly wonderful. 

Another person who thinks he is 
perfectly wonderful is Chris John- 
son, who for at least 20 years has on 
frequent occasion decked himself out 
as Francis Hopkinson in full colonial 
garb to appear in pageants and the 
like. Johnson can be very interest- 
ing as Hopkinson. However after 25 
years of this, and I mean no disre- 
spect to him, it is sometimes difficult 
to discern just exactly who he is at 
any given time, and the amount of 
information he has about Hopkinson 
is so vast and so detailed that often 
when I am with Chris Johnson I feel 
that I am learning more about Fran- 
cis Hopkinson than I care to know. 
Again. 

Johnson has been so_ involved 
with Hopkinson that it is fair to say 
that his move from the Hamptons — 
first Westhampton Beach then East 
Hampton — to Philadelphia 10 years 
ago was due to the fact that Hopkin- 
son, whoever he is/might have been 
is dearer to the hearts of his native 
Philadelphians than to those of use 
back here in his native Hamptons.

ous error as Hopkinson told me over 
the telephone today, is that in men- 
tioning the fact that he presented an 
American flag to Mrs. George Bush 
in a pageant performed at the White 
House, I misspelled his first name 
Frences and not Francis. 

“Unlike the first time, when you 
misspelled my last name, sir, with an 
‘T at the end instead of an *O”.” 

The duel is to take place on the 
banks of Tents Landing in the re- 
stored section of Philadelphia. I am 
to have a second. I am to be put up 
and fed at the Thomas Bond House on 


Second Street between Chestnut and 
Walnut and I am to arrive on Friday 
the night before. 

“I shall have you fresh in the morn- 
ing, sir,” Hopkinson (careful) told me. 
“Your room and board will be taken 
care of. This will be your last day on 
Earth after all. And I hope you don’t 
mind if our event is to be covered by 
the media? Television and the news- 
papers?” 

I expressed that I did not. The duel

pistols at 10 paces. I shall select for 
my second my cousin Dr. Samuel X. 


Klausner, professor of psychology at 
the University of Pennsylvania. 

I think Mr. Johnson, or perhaps 
Mr. Hopkinson and myself both need 
psychologists. Hopkinson says he will 
have as a second folk singer and hu- 
morist Lou Stevens‘and I have little 
doubt this is the same Lou Stevens 
who acted as Mr. Hopkinson’s second 
at our first duel. 

That took place, on an outdoor 
stage, in front of an audience, at the 
Bicentennial Celebration — perfor- 
mance put on by the Village of Port 
Jefferson in 1976.

have gotten into the habit, on Sun- 

day mornings, of depositing my 
weekly paycheck into the bank. The 
bank is not open on that day, of course.

Turning up New- 
town Lane, I saw that every parking 
spot was taken. I would have to take to 
the parking lots. But then, I saw a tail- 
light. White and red. A car was about 
to pull out. 

I drove up the street, put on my right 
blinker, and I pulled just in front of 


where this car was. I looked in my rear 
view mirror. There was a man at the 
wheel. Our eyes locked. There was no 
mistaking what this was all about. 

The man did not pull out of his park- 
ing space right away, however. He had 
adjustments to make. He put on his 
seatbelt. He messed with something 
on his dashboard. So far, so good. But 
then, he did nothing. 

I had a good look at the car. It was 
white. Immaculate. Extremely expen- 
sive looking. Foreign. As for the man, 
he was middle aged, white haired, 
jowly. And wearing a tennis shirt. He 
was continuing to do absolutely noth- 
ing. What was this all about? Was he 
waiting for somebody? 

Here on Newtown Lane, there was 
little doubt, to me, to him and to every- 
body else, that I had put myself into a 
vulnerable position. People could get 
around me to the left. But it wasn’t 
easy. Good driving manners dictate 
that if someone is waiting to take your 
space, you move out in a reasonable 
amount of time. If there are other 
circumstances, you make some kind 
of signal to the person with the turn 
signal on — I’m not leaving soon. This 
man was doing nothing. 

I was about to leave, however, when 
the man did something odd. Apparent- 
ly, there is a button on his dashboard 
he can press. He had pressed it. Behind 


him, the rear window of his car, as if on 
a hinge, folded up, then the trunk lid 
raised, only backward, then the front 
of the top, where it meets the wind- 
shield, lifted back, and the entire top 
retreated from over his head, hovered 
for a moment above his trunk and then 
disappeared into the trunk. The trunk 
now closed. 

He is about to leave, is what went 
through my mind. And then I thought, 
this is a very expensive car to be able to 
do that. I have seen BMWs that do that. 
I looked at the grill. It was, I think, a 
Saab. It was a Saab doing that. A very 
expensive Saab. 

The next thing that happened is that 
the man got out of the car. There was 
a trash can on the sidewalk just down 
from his car. He walked toward it, a 
heavyset men in tennis shirt, shorts 
and sneakers. Then he threw some- 
thing in. Then he slowly walked back 
to his car. 

I shifted into first. I'd had enough of 
this. And I was about to move off when 
the man’s turn blinker went on. He was 
pulling out. 

I had left him plenty of room to pull 
out. That was not an issue. And so he 
did, his top down, his wheels rolling, 
a Master of the Universe on his way to 
who knows where. 

I wrestled my car from first to re- 
verse. Now with the space open, I 


would back in. But as I started back, I 
saw that someone had already pulled 
in to take the space. Another man in 
white tennis clothes. But in a Mercedes 
convertible. He’d snuck in behind me 
while I hesitated. 

We all know the phrase, “all’s fair in 
love and parking.” There was nothing I 
could do. And so I put my car into drive, 
moved about 10 feet forward and found 
myself stopped behind somebody in a 
Volvo who had stopped for no reason 
whatsoever in the middle of the street. 
I know there is a crosswalk. There was 
nobody in the crosswalk. This person 
had just stopped. Absolutely no reason 
for it. And so, I waited. And finally, he 
or she started up and proceeded. 

I have been thinking about this. We 
seem to be increasingly populated by 
people who are used to doing whatever 
they want, whenever they want, and 
however they want. 

I think Southampton College should 
offer courses in driving etiquette and 
manners. 

On the other hand, since there is re- 
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ally only one Master of the Universe - 


and there seems to be so many out here 
vying for the title, perhaps we ought to 
just let them kill each other off until 
we're down to just one.

Rw Honerkamp grew up in East 
ampton, but to hear her tell it, she 


“grew up in a dive bar.” 

And not just any bar. We're talking 
the. legendary Stephen Talkhouse, the 
music venue that is known (and loved) 
because it treats everyone the same, 
even if countless, world-famous acts 
like Billy Joel, Bon Jovi, Paul Simon and 
The Who have played there.

“Everyone is loving it; it’s flying off 
the shelves,” says Honerkamp. “People 
have been really receptive to it in terms 
of the packaging and loving the visual 
identity and understanding there’s a 
brand affinity.” 

We caught up with Honerkamp from 
her house in Springs to talk about the 
evolution of Talkhouse Encore, the rich 
Talkhouse history and her plans for 
building the new business. 


What inspired this decision to 
launch Talkhouse Encore? 

The Talkhouse was always really im- 
portant to me ... but I didn’t really real- 
ize how much it was ingrained in who 
I was and how much it really meant to 
me until the pandemic hit. ... When the 
pandemic hit, we obviously had to close 
our doors and turn the lights out. ... It 
was a very depressing, bad, sorrow- 
ful environment. It’s the energy of the 


people and the musicians and the staff 
that add that vibrancy. 
' About a year ago last August, my Dad 
sat my brother and I down and said 
“You know, the future of The Talkhouse 
legacy is in your hands — you guys need 
to figure out what that means.” 
Basically, I talked to my brother and 
Nick and I started this. ... I’m no lon- 
ger an owner in the bar; I created a li- 
censing deal for the word “Talkhouse” 
and then I created this ready-to-drink 
cocktail. I spent the past 10 months on 
research and development and testing 
and getting really scrappy and rolling 
my sleeves up to figure out how to get a 
product out in time for summer. 


What was the goal in launching? 
Ready-made cocktails are very hot 
right now and I wanted to make sure we 
weren't late to the party but obviously 
also wanted to be mindful in quality 
and preserving The Talkhouse legacy 
and really being mindful that this was 
crafted thoughtfully, but socially I still 
have my full-time job which I’m going to 
be putting my notice in on October 1so 1 
can run with this full time. 


What is your current job and 
how do you feel making this 
move? 

I work at Away, a luggage company. 
I manage the creative team; I’m really 
embedded in building brands and mar- 
keting and creative excellence in adver- 
tising. Taking (Talkhouse Encore) on 
full-time ... I’m terrified and incredibly 
excited. 


You launched in late July. How 
is it going? 

Everyone keeps saying this is the best 
tasting product on the market — but 
you can’t just talk the talk, you got to 
walk the walk, as well — quality is defi- 
nitely important. ... 

Both Nick and my brother have been 
incredible advisors to ensure that this is 
authentic to The Talkhouse. ... 

And the local community has been so 
receptive and so wonderful in support- 
ing this new endeavor ... and we are so 
excited to keep adding new locations to 
our rolodex. 


What are your dreams and 
plans for Talkhouse Encore? 

My dream is to find either one or a 
handful of musicians to partner with to 
foster the next generation of music or do 
deals with them where we create festi- 
vals, and maybe Encore is to musicians 
as Red Bull was to trained athletes. 
How do we become the drink of the au- 
dience, the drink of the dance floor and 
the drink that pairs well with entertain- 
ment and put that at the forefront? ... 

We've been able to foster icons on 
our stage and local heroes as well ... 
Coldplay the year they played the Super 
Bowl, Mumford and Sons, The Killers 
recently this summer, Dave Matthews 
and Brandi Carlile, and we’ve also had 
so many local legends like Nancy Atlas, 
my cousin Klyph Black — and no mat- 
ter who's playing, you know it’s always 
an incredible experience, a consistently 
good time. 


How do you see the business ex- 
panding; what matters to you? 

I think one thing that is so important 
is that community is still at the fore- 
front. ... Soldier Ride was started at The 
Talkhouse, my dad opens up The Talk- 
house to so many local nonprofits and 
charity events. So how do we give back 
to the community which has inspired us 
from the beginning?

And the same way the same bartend- 
ers have worked at The Talkhouse for 
over 30 years — what service indus- 
try are you able to maintain — part of 
what I want to do is find those long- 
term partners. I don’t see them as 
vendors, I see them as partners; that 
can help bring and grow this brand 
authentically. 

I think part of a successful business 
comes from the trust and the reten- 
tion and building your foundation with 
people. 


What is the ultimate challenge 
and goal? | 

How do we carry that legacy year 
-round, seasonally, around the country 
and around the world? How do we carry 
this sentimental place that has been a 
watering hole for generations through 
new markets and through new custom- 
ers? 

The most important thing is that we 
stay true to who The Talkhouse is ... this 
dive bar classic ... because it’s grounded 
and seated in a real history and a real 
story. ... (In other words) I'll never have 
a lavender lemonade spritz drink on the 
menu. [laughs]

Why Is My Divorce so Painful?

Dear Beatty, 
I am going through a divorce after 
a 15-year emotionally and physically 
abusive marriage. Even though I am 
relieved (most days) to be out of my 
relationship, I am nonetheless hav- 
ing a hard time. I am not sleeping well 
and have been having nightmares. I 
have put on a lot of weight, have little 
energy, am finding it difficult to con- 
centrate and most days I really don’t 
want to leave my apartment. Natu- 
rally, all of this is affecting my work. 
What's wrong with me? And when am 
I going to start to feel better? 
Anna 


Dear Anna, 

Going through a divorce (even 
though you say your marriage was 
an abusive one) is extremely painful 
and traumatic. It marks the end of 
your hopes and dreams of spending 
your life with someone who you once 
thought you loved. Most people during 
and after a divorce find themselves on 
an emotional rower coaster ride. And 
like a death, (divorce is a death of a re- 
lationship), people tend to go through 
a variety of stages including: depres- 
sion, denial, anger, blame, self-blame, 
“why me” and finally acceptance. Ex- 
pect there to be ebbs and flows. 

Unfortunately, there is no magic 
way to fast-forward this process. The 
symptoms you are describing are 
normal reactions to your painful situ- 
ation. However, it is very important 
that you do not let yourself plummet 
into the depths of despair. Initially, 
you may need to force yourself to take 
a walk, join a gym, plan an outing 
with friends and family, even though 
this may not be something that you 
really want to do. Reach out to sup- 
portive family and friends. No need to 
be stoic. This is a time for you to take 
care of yourself. I suggest that you try 
and do something nice for yourself ev- 
ery single day — something that you 
can look forward to. It may even be 
a decadent cookie. That’s one cookie, 
not a whole box. Your body is stressed 
and needs extra sleep, regular exercise 


and good nutrition. If you continue to 
suffer from insomnia, why not try a 
natural remedy? And if this doesn’t 
help, speak to your doctor about other 
short-term remedies. Give yourself 
permission to express your feelings to 
others. It’s never a good idea to keep 
your emotions pent up — doing so 
takes its toll on our body and psyche. 
If you find that talking to friends and 
family is not sufficient, do yourself a 
favor and find yourself'a good thera- 
pist, who can not only help you deal 
with your loss, but who can also sup- 
port you in starting a new chapter in 
your life. Group therapy may also be 
an option that you may want to con- 
sider. Asking for help is always a sign 
of strength, not weakness. We don’t 
need to navigate life’s challenges on 
our own. 


Eventually, you will need to under- - 


stand what went wrong in your mar- 
riage. It is very easy to blame your 
partner. But those of us who have 
been through divorce need to take an 
honest look at the role that we played 
in why our marriage failed. 

For example, did your own issues, 
including depression, anxiety, bipo- 
lar disorder, substance abuse of var- 
ious kinds, sexual problems, early 
childhood sexual abuse or problems 
stemming from your family of origin 
get in the way of your marriage? Or, 
like so many people, did you marry 
someone who you really didn’t know? 
What I would not do is drown your 
sorrows with alcohol, drugs, includ- 
ing over-the-counter medication, 
or food. And realistically, expect to 
have some difficult days and nights. 
This is normal. There is no quick 
fix. 

The good news is that there is 


life after divorce. You should not © 


give up hope that someday you may 
very well meet a special person and 
fall in love again. However, this is 
not the time for a new relationship. 
Studies show that it takes a mini- 
mum of one year to go through the 
mourning process. Rebound rela- 
tionships usually don’t end well. So 
take this time and focus on yourself. 
There will be plenty of time for dat- 
ing and relationships in the future

is some relief in the predictability of fall in 
the Hamptons. 

As we get into routine school and more regular 
work hours, it behooves us to try to create time for real and per- 
sonal interaction with the people who are most important to us. 
One of the best ways to do this is an age-old but, I am afraid, wan- 
ing tradition: the family dinner. 

There is something inherently social and spiritually nourishing 
about breaking bread with those we love. Physical sustenance is a 
universal human need, and when we gather around a table to fill 
that need, we are, on a very deep level, reminded of our universal 
humanity.

Every Friday night, my family sits down for a 
Shabbat dinner. Jewish tradition marks Shabbat 
evening with a special meal complete with ritu- 
als and foods that connect everyone at the table 

to each other, and to richness of our Jewish heri- 
tage. The prophet Isaiah calls us to “make Shabbat 
a delight (Isaiah 58:13),” as it is meant to be a blessing 
for us to appreciate, not an obligatory chore. We invite friends 
and family to our table, who join in lighting Shabbat candles, blessing 
our children, blessing the day with a sacred toast over wine (kiddish) 
and eating challah, which my wife bakes fresh every week. Our Shab- 
bat dinner is our most sacred family ritual. Growing up, my parents 
made sure that this took priority over whatever else was going on in 
our lives, and my wife and I have set this expectation for our family, 
as well. 

Shabbat dinner is elevated from our typical weeknight dinner. With 
a toddler and a first grader, we struggle to coordinate eating the same 
thing at the same time. Our daughters’ typical weekday menu items 
include mac and cheese, chicken nuggets and chili. But when Shabbat 
rolls around, we spend time Friday afternoon preparing something spe- 
cial and setting the table with flowers and our fine china. We always 
eat together when it’s Shabbat. One of our family rituals is to share our 
favorite part of the week with each other. No one is exempted from this 
ritual, as we value always being able to find blessing in life, no matter 
what crazy thing might be going on around us. 

Family therapists will point to numerous studies that suggest that 
family dinners are a powerful predictor of high achievement scores and 
academic performance. Other studies note that family dinners encour- 
age more healthy eating habits. But the most crucial benefit of a family 
dinner like a Shabbat dinner, is that it brings joy to our lives and brings 
us closer together with the people who matter most to us. Whether 
you're Jewish or not, try creating your own weekly Shabbat dinner. 
Cook something special, invite your friends and family, fill the evening 
with sacred rituals and watch how the experience will magically unfold.

f ever there was an ally in the LG- 
BTQ+ community, it is Mitchell 
Draizin. 

An accomplished _ busi- 
ness executive with a 
longstanding career in 
banking and real estate 
finance, Draizin has 
turned his focus from 
the business world to 
the LGBTQ+ world to 
work on initiatives and 
programs that benefit les- 
bian, gay, bisexual, transgen- 
der and queer-identifying people. 

His efforts are coming to fruition. 

This week in Manhattan, a his- 
toric ground breaking ceremony took 
place to commemorate the future 
home of the American LGBTQ+ Mu- 
seum which will initially be hosted at 
the New York Historical Society. 

The idea for the American LG- 
BTQ+ Museum, says Draizin, a 
founding board member, “began in 
my living room seven or eight years 
ago. ... The goal,” he says, “is to cre- 
ate a living space to share history 
and culture intergenerationally and 
intersectionally.” 

Another LGBTQ+ initiative that 
Draizin helped jump start is result- 
ing in another ribbon cutting on 
. September 17: a ceremony to com- 
memorate the first and only LGBT/ 
LGBT-friendly affordable senior 


housing facility and community cen- 
ter in Suffolk County, located in Bay 
Shore. 

The new complex, which features 
75 one-bedroom and two-bedroom 
apartments of 100% affordable

housing, will be on the site of the 
8,000-square-foot LGBT Network 
community center — and is accepting 
applications now. 

How did the novel LGBTQ+ af- 
fordable housing unit hap- 
pen? And what other 
initiatives is Draizin — 

co-founder and _ presi- 

dent of City University 
of New York (CUNY) 

LGBTQ Leadership 

Program and §presi- 
dent of the Concordia 

Philanthropic Fund  — 
working on and hoping to 
develop? 

We caught up with Draizin via 
phone from his home in Sag Har- 
bor, where he and his husband Fritz 
Brugere-Trelat celebrated their 45th 
anniversary as a couple this past 
summer, in front of dozens of friends 
and family. 

We also asked him to share his 
thoughts about the inaugural Dan’s 
Papers Out East End Impact Awards, 
where he was presented with a spe- 
cial award for Leadership and Phil- 
anthropic Achievement on August 
29, and where he presented the Youth 
Leadership Award to a transgender 
girl named Jackie Iulo, a freshman at 
Pierson High School in Sag Harbor. 

Before we discuss LGBTQ+ 


initiatives, describe your busi- 


ness background. 

I began my career in international 
banking and for the last 30 years 
I worked in the real estate finance 
business. I started my own com- 
pany, Longview Capital Advisors, 


which was an investment and mort- 


gage banking company focused on 
mid-market developers and owners 
of commercial property in the New 
York metropolitan area. 

How did you switch gears to 
focus on LGBTQ+ causes? 

I said “enough was enough,” and 
I became more and more involved 
with things you know about (like the 
American LGBTQ+ Museum, the af- 
fordable housing initiative and the 
efforts at CUNY and with LGBTQ+ 
youth) and luckily I can afford to do 
that. 


How did the affordable hous- 
ing in Bay Shore happen? 

It came about by my reaching out 
to county executives — I couldn't 
get anything done in the city — so I 
reached out to Steve Bellone who in- 
troduced me to David Kilmnick (of 


the LGBT Network) and about seven ~ 


to eight years later, we have a ground- 
breaking of 80 some odd units of af- 
fordable senior rental housing. 

In terms of the East End, are 
there programs and initiatives 
you could help bring out here? 

I’m looking to transfer some of 
what I’m doing in the city and to do 
it out here — such as a series of talks, 
with speakers, mentorships and in- 
spirational programs that we are do- 
ing at CUNY. 


One of the things I’ve started at 


CUNY is the David Mixner Fellow- 


ship summer internship — Mixner 


was an icon and a pioneer in civil 
rights and gay civil rights. 

We created this fellowship and are 
raising money to pay for CUNY LGBT 


students to work in LGBT advocacy . 


organizations during the summer. So 
what the donor does is one: Be able to 
help the student. And two: Also help 
the nonprofit (as these are for non- 
profit organizations). 

What Id like to do is be able to find 
a local educational institution to do 
it out here. ~ 

You have worked hard on the 
new LGBTQ+ Resource Manual 
for Employers. 

I’m on the advisory for the mayor’s 
fund for the city of New York. Bloom- 
berg started it. ... 1 wanted to create 
an operating manual for LGBT em- 
ployees and LGBT employers ... par- 
ticularly in urban areas, where you 
have a lot of middle-sized companies 
that are looking for qualified employ- 
ees, a lot of them are gay or LGBT but 
the employer really doesn’t know how 
to speak to them — they are a little 
intimidated, they don’t want to of- 
fend and they don’t know how to en- 
gage because they don’t know how to 
relate. And it’s the same thing on the 
employee side, so this is sort of like a 
marriage counseling. 

What the manual does — and it’s

really, really good — is basically 
training for each of the two parts of 
the equation to understand the other 
part of the equation. 

We made it public because it can be 
used all over the country. It’s propri- 
etary only in that we wrote it and we 
paid for it. But I was very instrumen- 
tal in structuring it, and I contrib- 
uted and I raised money for it and I 
have been distributing it in the city 
and it’s being widely accepted.

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What do you think is needed 
on the East End in terms of 
LGBTQ+ support? 3 

You need something where people 
who are locals here in the LGBTQ 
community are served, particularly 
youth and seniors because they need 
support in different ways. 

There is nothing here. (David) 


Kilmnick has tried, but I don’t think - 


they have anything of any major 
proportion here (on the East End) — 
that’s one of the reasons why I think 
‘the Edie Windsor Center could be so 
central to an evolution of an LGBTQ 
center ... because they actually have 


a physical presence — it’s an estab- . 


lished, probably growing operation 
which provides healthcare to the 
community on various levels. : 
Bob Chaloner (chief administrative 
officer at Stony Brook Southampton 
Hospital) was telling me he’d like to 
create a Friends of the Edie Windsor 
Center and asked me if I would be 
interested, and I said, “yes.” It would 
in effect be the beginning of the cre- 
ation of an LGBTQ center located out 
here — similar to the center on 13th 
Street in Manhattan and others in ur- 
ban communities around the country 
where you provide a meeting place 
where many things can take place. 
It will give people an opportunity 
to support something locally that 


they can feel and touch — as opposed , 


to the money just going back to the 
city — where they'll never see it again 
or they won’t see the benefit of their 


contributions. 

As Bob (Chaloner) said, I think if 
the Edie Windsor Center expands, 
not necessarily its building, but using 
it as a nexus to create a real physical 
and virtual center for East Enders, 
that’s very meaningful. 

How long have you been in Sag 


. Harbor? 


We built the house 24 years ago. 
Before that, we came out in the ’80s 
but moved to Connecticut for eight 
years. We’ve been coming out since 
1982/83 and been here straight for 
24 years. : 

Where did you and Fritz meet? 

We met 45 years ago, in London. I 
worked in international banking and 
was representing an American bank 
and he represented a French bank.

We were married by Judge 
Deborah Kooperstein of Southamp- 
ton who we’ve known for a long time. 

Coming out — was that ever an 
issue for either of you? 

What do'you mean by “issue?”

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Hampton Designer Showhouse: 


Explore Physical, Functional Design in the Digital Age

hile the era of online shopping 

has made finding and purchas- 
ing whatever your heart desires as 
easy as tapping your phone screen, 
furniture shopping is a different beast. 
Trying to imagine how a new ward- 
robe or secretary desk will fit and look 
in space is no small feat, and while 
magazines like Behind the Hedges and 
HC&G (Hamptons Cottages & Gar- 
dens) can showcase how others design 
around certain pieces, the two-di- 
mensional photos can only provide so 
much context. Described as a “three- 
dimensional magazine” the Hampton 
Designer Showhouse, presented by 
HC&G, will place guests in the center 
of Hamptons interior design, where 
they'll explore rooms expertly curated 
by top designers, purchase the dream 
pieces they've been looking for (or 
didn’t realize they need) and support 
Stony Brook Southampton Hospital. 

“There’s a big difference between 
looking at a room and being in a room,” 
Hampton Designer Showhouse Foun- 
dation Inc. President Tony Manning 
says. “When you look at a picture of a 
room, you don’t get that same feeling, 
don’t get that same sensation — a lot 
of it is the light that comes through 
the windows, the dimensions of the 
room — and the ability to go into over 
20 differently designed spaces is really 
appealing to so many people.” 

Having gone virtual last year, as 
so many did, the Hampton Designer 
Showhouse returns this weekend with 
newfound appreciation of historic 
architecture. “This is the first time in 
many years that we're working with an 
older home — a historic home,” Man- 
ning explains. “It has a real different 
feel to it than one of the newer houses 
that we have worked with in the past.” 
The home at 1 Wooley Street, South- 
ampton, provided by Jason Khan and 
Juan Londono, boasts an exterior that 
oozes 19th.century farmhouse cottage 
charm. Originally part of the Wooley 
Estate, the 1850s home is designated a 
contributing resource to Southampton 
Village, and, thus, all renovations have 
been overseen by the village to ensure 
that historical details and character 
are preserved. Guests should take note 
of the original porch design complete 
with Italianate brackets and swan spi-

rals, the vintage facade, multiple out- 
door spaces, an expansive pool, free- 
standing pool house and 7,000 square 
feet of modern living space. 

The juxtaposition of a 19th century 
exterior and a more modern interior 
has affected the way designers ap- 
proached this year’s showhouse, but 
it certainly hasn’t limited their im- 
mense creativity and appreciation of 
21st century conveniences. “Being a 
designer, you try to blend the history 
of that architecture into how people 
live today,” Manning says, adding that 
this year’s roster is placing increased 
emphasis on colors and wallpapers 
that pop in a diverse array of design 
aesthetics. “We're going to see a wide 
variety of style ranging from what I 
call ‘eclectic traveler’ — very eclectic 
items that look like they’ve been col- 
lected from around the world — to 
more transitional into contemporary 
design, as well.”

When guests first step into the 
home, they’ll find themselves inside 
the entry foyer designed by Denise 
Rinfret and Missy Rinfret Minicucci 
of The Rinfret Group. Manning de- 
scribes it as an “updated, transitional 
space reflective of the 19th century 
exterior” with a double height ceil- 
ing and pristine white paneling that 
create an open, airy welcome to the 
home. Once beyond the foyer, guests 
will discover gorgeous rooms assem- 


bled by more than 20 other renowned - 


designers from New York and around 
the country. Manning explains that 
the roster includes a good mix of new- 
to-the-showhouse designers and re- 
turning favorites, up-and-comers and 
others widely known throughout the 
design community. “You want a real 
mix because you should have some- 
thing for every visitor,” he adds. 

Top designers Jamie Drake and 
Alexa Hampton serve as honorary 
design chairs, and Hampton is also 
designing the area surrounding the 
showhouse’s pool with Woodard 
luxury outdoor furniture. Additional 
participating designers include Amy 
Heywood Art, ASH Staging, Arthur 
Golabek Flowers, Avery Frank De- 
signs, BP2 Interiors for OKA, Brady 
Design Inc., Ciuffo Cabinetry, Court- 
ney Sempliner Designs, Extreme AVS

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Fall Prime Time to Tend Lawns, 


KK utumn is gardening season. That 
statement may not seem right to 
those who think of the spring as the 
peak time to care for lawns and gar- 
dens. However, autumn is an ideal 
time to get into the garden and ensure 
that flowers, trees and garden beds 
will over-winter successfully. 

A number of things make autumn 
a prime gardening season. The cooler 
days of fall enable gardeners to spend 
ample time outdoors without the 
threat of blazing heat. In addition, 
soil harbors a lot of residual warmth 
in autumn. Also, the colder tempera- 
tures haven't yet arrived in autumn, 
nor have the leaves completely fallen, 
making fall a prime time to assess 
what’s already in the landscape, what 
needs pruning back and where to ad- 
dress planting for next year. 

“Fall cleanup is vital part of reduc- 
ing the amount of leaf mold and keep- 
ing a healthy lawn,” East Hampton- 
based GreenField Landscapers says 
on its website. “After the cleanup, the 
collected debris can be disposed of in 
one of the following ways: There is a 
place in-yard, bag for garbage man or 
we will haul and dispose of debris for 
you.” 

Gardening enthusiasts can focus 
their attention on these areas this fall. 


As annuals and perennials start to 
fall back, mark the spots where pe- 
rennials are located so they can be 
easily identified later on. This way, 
when planning spots for spring bulbs 
or other spring layouts for next year, 
perennials won't be overlooked or 
covered over. 


Look at shrubs and trees and cut 
out dead-or diseased wood. 


Weed and tidy up borders and lawn 
edging. 


Embrace the cooler temperatures to 
work on labor-intensive projects, such 
as putting in a garden bed, retaining 
wall or walkway. 


Take out vegetable garden plants 
that have already bloomed and borne 
fruit. Tidy up vegetable gardens and 
start to sow cooler weather plants, 
such as onions, garlic, beans and

sweet peas. 


Rake the leaves and gather grass 
clippings to add to the compost pile. 


Get tulips and other spring bulbs 
ready for planting so they'll burst with 
color next year. 


Relocate herbs like parsley or basil 
to indoor gardens. Otherwise, strip all 
leaves and freeze for storage during 
winter. 


Chrysanthemum plants are peren- 
nials. While they look beautiful in 
pots, if planted, maintained and win- 
terized, they can bloom every fall. 


Fertilizing in autumn helps ensure 
grass will stay healthy throughout the 
winter. 


Replenish spent soil with mulch and 
compost so garden beds will be revi- 
talized for spring planting.

Tidy up hedges, as they won't be 
growing much more this year. 


Clean, sharpen and oil all equip- 
ment, storing lawn and garden tools 
properly so they are ready for spring 
and not lying out all winter. Autumn 
may not seem like gardening season, 
but there are plenty of lawn and gar- 
den tasks to tend to during this time 
of year.

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Ken Fishel: 


The Real Estate Renaissance Man of 
New York City

hen Ken Fishel considers investing in another 

piece of Manhattan real estate, he considers 
much more than dollars. He wants to know the his- 
tory of a building. Who created it, and why? When 
did it open its doors, and who walked its halls? 

It is the result of being a lifelong resident of New 
York City, with a childhood experienced in Green- 
wich Village, looking up at thousands of buildings, 
each with a story to tell. As the owner of Renaissance 
Properties, Fishel has continued to keep those days 
and curiosities alive as his company focuses mainly 
on distressed commercial and retail properties to 
acquire, renovate, lease and manage. : 

“I love older buildings,” he says. “I love to know 
who the architect was, why it was designed in a 
certain way, and find a way to preserve the original 
glory and beauty during a renovation. People con- 
nect with the past.” 

When preparing to modernize a building the com- 
pany acquires, there is a focused effort to preserve 
intricate woodwork or wrought iron, often liberat- 
ing these elements from thick layers of paint or from 
behind walls and giving them a new life. 

“Many times, people paint over these incredible 
elements,” Fishel says. “But who wants a dropped 
ceiling when they can have a eomepiec ornate tin 
ceiling?” 

Being in the Manhattan real estate game always 
has high stakes and is competitive. But, in 2021, 
as the city continues to fight back from the seismic 
changes in its economy and quality of life brought 
on by the COVID pandemic, Fishel, with his son 
Bradley at his side, is staying the course through the 
high seas facing their industries. And while many 
focus on the negative, Fishel believes in New York’s 
track record of surviving and thriving. 

“New York City has gotten a lot better, and it 
keeps getting better,” says Fishel. “We have rented 
a considerable amount of space.” 

Prices are down, he adds, and tenants have more 
choices. Renaissance Properties has also begun 
providing more fully furnished properties to its 
customers. 

“When tenants have the choice, there will always 
be a flight to quality,” says Fishel. “We hired interior 
decorators and provided more choices to our ten- 
ants. Now they are looking for move-in ready spaces 
that call for minimal investment.” 

One trend Fishel has seen in the industry is a de- 
sire for shorter leases. 

“Before COVID, people wanted five to 10-year 
leases,” he says. “Now they are looking for leases 


that are three to five years in length.” 

But Fishel thinks that is a mistake, given the ie: 
er rents in New York City right now. 

“Tf I knew I could lock in at a great price, I pars 
choose a longer lease,” he says. 

The lure and mystique of living in New York City 
always call to people and always will. 

“There is no place like New York, period,” he says. 
“People want to live in a cosmopolitan metropolis, 
especially young people.” 

That fact is what Fishel believes is part of why 
New York always comes back from any challenge. 

“New York always attracts the best and the bright- 
est, and that is why so many young people choose 
to come here after college, to start their lives in this 
incredible city,” he says. 

Fishel also believes that the mass exodus from 
the city caused by the COVID pandemic will leave 
many who sought out suburban life regretting their 
decisions. 

“I could have written that book, man,” Fishel says 
with a laugh. “My family moved to the suburbs for a 
short time, but it wasn’t for us. The commute alone 
was too difficult.” 

He understands the decision, however. 

“During COVID, people were suddenly confined 
to their apartments, maybe with kids or a dog, and 
they needed a yard or open space, but it is not easy 


to go from urban professional to: a suburban com- 
muter,” he says. 

While New York is still the family’s home base, in 
2007, Fishel and his wife Maria purchased a 16-acre 
estate in Bridgehampton. During the lockdown, 
they were there full-time but have since returned to 
spend most weekends on the East End. They have 
also become well-known and respected philan- 
thropists in the community. Each year they host a 
cocktail event before Polo Hamptons, attended by 
some of the most prominent names in Hamptons 
and New York City society. 

Fishel and Maria are also committed supporters 
of the Samuel Waxman Cancer Research Founda- 
tion and, since 2009, have raised millions to help 
fund the foundation’s focus on fighting cancer. 
When they enjoy their weekends on the East End, 
the Fishels like to dine at Tutto il Giorno, Pierre’s, T 
Bar Southampton or Sant Ambroeus. 

“Mostly, we enjoy our friends and love the beauty 
and tranquility out east,” says Fishel. 

But after the weekend, he and Maria head balk 
west to his hometown city. 

“I love New York City,” he adds. “It will always be 
my home.”
